ftadr, upon condition that her Peipictal Majeity would 
confent, to certain Alterations to be made in that 
Treaty: He explain’d, at the faine time, the Nature 
of thofe Alterations. The Cabinet Minifters have 

omifed M. Nolcke to let him know forthwith the 
Eopret Sentiments on this Head.

Velterday the Enemy fent a itrong Deiachment to 
attack rhe Caitle of Hilgerfberg, fituate North of the 
Danube, and co take Poifeffion of the Bridge over the 
Danube. They were the more in hopes ot fucceeding 
in this Enterptize, as not only the Garrifon of the 
faid Cattle was wholly compos’d of Croatians from 
Warafdin and Carlitar, but alfio the Corps poited fur- 
ther off, under the Command of Major-General Hel- 
freich, confifted of Men of the fame Nation. The 
faid Garrifon, as foon as they had obferv’d the Ene- 
my’s Motions, march’d out, and being feconded by 
thofe under the Command of Major-General Helfreich, 
pur themfelves in proper Order of Battle. They ftood 
the regular Fire of the French with great Fiemneds, 
and fir’d in their Turn ; and being brought up from 
their Youth to be good Markimen, iney aim’d fo wel, 
that they put the Enemy into Confufion, and then 
flang thetr Fire-Arms over their Shoulders, and went 
boldly to attack the French Troops Sabre in Hand, 
broke their Ranks, and put them to Flight. The 
Ground generally confifting of Defiles, Mountains, 
and Woods, few of the Frenchmen met with Quar- 
ter, unlefs fuch as could hide themfelves, or fell 
into the Hands of the Germans. _ The dead Bodies are 
found in great Numbers in the Reads and Woods, 
among whom there mu(ft be many Officers, as appears 
from the Clothes and the Booty brought in fince. A 
Nephew of the Duke de Harcourt, the Commanding 
General of the French, hasbeen taken Prifoner. - His 
Uncle was nt in the Action, accompanied by the 
Field-Marfhal Torring, who the Evening before join’d 
the French Camp. ‘he Troops commanded for this 
Enterprize conlifted of all the Piquets of the Compa- 
nies of their Grenadiers, and of five Men per Com- 
pany, with 3000 Horfe. The Croatians continued 
their Purfuit till late in the Night, when feveral 
fingle Shot were heard from Time to Time, befides 
what Execution may have been done by the Sword. 
Harcourt and Torring, with the Remainder of their 
Troops, retir’d with Precipitation to their Camp, and 
caufed a Bridge built vera Morafs to be broken down 
behind them, which prevented the Croatians from 
purfuing them to their very Camp. Major-General 
Helfreich and Colonel.Mienfky conducted the whole 
with great Bravery. Five Field Pieces were taken ;
